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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 
Dear Friends: 


Quarterly general revenue receipts for the State of Missouri are continuing 
a significant upward trend and provide evidence of strengthened economic con- 
ditions. 

For the quarter ending Sept. 30, general revenue receipts were 
$316,810,852. This in an increase of 13.59 percent over the same quarter of the 
previous fiscal year. 


Figures for the entire 1976-77 fiscal year, ending last June 30, showed that 
general revenue receipts had increased 12.85 percent over receipts for the pre- 
vious fiscal year. 

The quarter ending Sept. 30 showed continued revenue growth in tax 
receipts with the exception of the tax on liquor, beer and wine, which recorded 
a sharp drop. 

Receipts from the individual state income tax for July, August and Sep- 
tember, 1977, totalled $113,055,076, representing an increase of 16.76 percent 


over the same months last year. Corporate state income tax receipts were 
$20,015,136, up 21.36 percent for the same period. 


In a further comparison of the two fiscal quarters, state sales tax receipts 
showed a boost of 15.30 percent, totaling $161,308,287. Receipts from the liquor, 
beer and wine tax were $5,965,018, down 14.65 percent.
